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AN ACT

To repeal sections 11.010 and 11.020, RSMo, and to enact in lieu thereof two new

sections relating to the official state manual.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows:

Section A. Sections 11.010 and 11.020, RSMo, are repealed and two new

2 sections enacted in lieu thereof, to be known as sections 11.010 and 11.020, to

3 read as follows:

11.010. The official manual, commonly known as the "Blue Book",

2 compiled and electronically published by the secretary of state on its official

3 website is the official manual of this state, and it is unlawful for any officer or

4 employee of this state, or any board, or department or any officer or employee

5 thereof, to cause to be printed, at state expense, any duplication or

6 rearrangement of any part of the manual. It is also unlawful for the secretary of

7 state to publish, or permit to be published in the manual any duplication, or

8 rearrangement of any part of any report, or other document, required to be

9 printed at the expense of the state which has been submitted to and rejected by

10 him or her as not suitable for publication in the manual.

11.020. The secretary of state shall biennially, as soon as practicable after

2 the organization of each general assembly, prepare and electronically publish

3 [forty thousand copies of] the Missouri manual, to contain historical, official,

4 political, statistical and other information in regard to the national and state

5 governments, such as is found in the manuals of 1907 and 1908. The [manuals]

6 manual shall be [distributed by the secretary of state, to the members of the

7 general assembly, the state, judicial and county officers, each high school and

8 each elementary school within the state and to the newspapers of the state and
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9 the surplus volumes shall be distributed throughout the state upon proper

10 applications made therefor. Each member of the senate shall receive two hundred

11 volumes and each member of the house of representatives shall receive one

12 hundred volumes of the manual] accessible via the official website of the

13 secretary of state.
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
